States will have an opportunity to wit- 
ness an experiment in frovernmeit owner- 
ship. 


Mr. Bristow recommends that the gov- 


ernment operate the railroad as a coia- 
meriaal enterprise, fixing freight rates 
on a basil that will barely pay operating 
expenses and a fair dividend on the gov- 
ernment's investment. 


Commenting on this plan of rate-rank. 


ing, 
Xhe Railway World predicts the 


failure of the government's experiment in 
these words: "As a matter of business 
principle, in no other way than by fixing 
rates it those ilgures which will produce 
the maximum net revenue—rates which 
usually produce the maximum tonnage— 
can • railroad be successfully conducted. 
The United States Government should 
not attempt to reconcile what is irrecon-i 
cilajile.

Belt Line Railway Company Is to form 
part of an electric line from Philadelphia 
to Trenton. The financial interest* back 
of it do not represent politicians-oi1 the 
Philadelphia Rapid Transit Company. 
Residents of Gorman town and Chestnut 
Hill will be urged to withdraw their op- 
position to the ordinance introduced by 
Philadelphia City Councils on Thursday 
last. 


Buck* County business men, headed 


by William B. Parry, of Langhorne, com- 
pri8et the greater number of financial 
backers of the line, and they are ready 
to go forward with the work as toon a* 
Councils grant them the neessary fran- 
chise. They propose building an electric 
road from .Langhorne to Philadelphia 
and from Langhorne to Trenton by way 
of MorrJeville, going into Trenton over 
what is known as the "upper" bridge. 
Those interested in the road say it is a 
public necessity and must be constructed 
within a few months to accommodate the 
daily increasing suburban travel along 
the line proposed. More than that, they 
assert the money is ready to be spent. 


AS TOLD BY F. O. EDWARDS. 
Captain F. G. Edwards, of Bristol, gen 


eral manager of the Cape May Real Es 
tute Company, disclosed the plans of the 
financial people interested in the project, 
and at the some time denied that he held 
a dollar!)' worth of stock. Confirmation 
of hi* inform ition was given, by Barry A. 
Mackey, who represents, aa counsel, sev- 
eral persojB holding stock in the German' 
town and Ghent nut Hill Belt Line Kail' 
way. 


Captain Ed wards said: "lam interest 


ed In the proposed railway only as a close 
personal friend of William B. Parry and 
other business men of Langhorne and 
Bucks count]'. 
For several years they 


have been planning to build a line from 
Langhorne to Philadelphia and from 
Langhorne to Trenton by way of Morris- 
ville over the -jpper bridge into Trenton 


They have the money ready. 
When 


they heard of the charter of the German 
town company they entered into an 
agreement to co-operate with them in 
building a line, and I called upon Mayor 
Weaver to explain him the plane. Onfor- 
tuonately, I did not get an opportunity 
to do so, but be will know before the 
next day or two. 


"There is an electric line from Torres- 


dale to Bristol and Trenton on one side 
of the county, and from Willow Grove to 
Doylestown. 
A cross-country line ex- 


tends from Bristol to Langhorne and to 
Newtown. Bucks County people living 
in the central section want a line from 
Trenton to Philadelphia. They believe 
it would be a paying investment. If the 
Germantown line is constructed, I am 
told that the curs will be run into the 
centre of the city, bnt by what route I 
am not able to say. I believe, however, 
the route has been decided upon." 


VERIFIED B? MR. MACKEY. 


When Mr. Mackey was interviewed he 


verified Captain Edward's statement and 
said: "When the ordinance is taken up 
by the Street Railway Committee in 
Councils, I am of the opinion that all op- 
position to the line will be removed. In 
the first place, the company will waive 
its rights to many of the streets named 
in the charter and ask for only a few thor- 
oughfare*. Rest assured, they will not be 
snch streets as Tulpehocken, where only 
people live who uae automobiles and four- 
in-hands, but streets where the working 
people reside. The very rich never use 
the street cars. 


"I am not financially interested in the 


company, but represent business men 
who are not politicians, 'gangsters,' or 
the Rapid Transit interests. They have 
plenty of money to build the line, and 
when the Germantown and Chestnut 
Hill residents hear what is said to the 
committee of Councils they will see the 
ordinance in tin entirely different light 
than that in which they now regard it 


' 'When the company obtained it* char- 


ter, it named streets that were never 
seriously considered as desirable for 
electric lines. They were only inserted 
'or the purpose of being discarded when 
the time for building the road present- 
ed itself. That time is here and there 
is ample capital to do the w»rfc." 


Fred A. Van Valkenburg denied that 


tie was interested in the company any 
more than that he is a friend of Cap- 
tain Edwards and had given his aid to 
the project aa an evidence of friend- 
ship. He said he did not own a dol- 
lar's worth of stock and did not expect 
bo get any. He went to see Mayor 
Weaver in behalf *f the Bucks County 
people.

that the Bucks County interests had 
made an agreement with the Rapid 
Transit Company to use its Germantown 
lines had its ordnance been passed when 
introduced aeviral months ago.

He had no fear to 
trust his own daughter with him and had 
the utmost confidence In the fellow's 
honesty and morality. He said God had 
given tbe man a black face bu', he had a 
white heart. 


The doctor declared Wollard could not

ATTORNEY JAMES SUMS UP. 


Howard I. James in his aigumeiit that 


the prisoner be held for court, saM that 
nowhere in the State will the prisoner 
receive s fairer trial than in Bucks 
county, and if he is innocent he will go 
free, but if guilty there would be no es- 
cape fron the penetentiary. Mr. James

list 14, 1873, the fUst copy of the Buck 
County Gazette was issued, by Jesse C 
Thomas, the present senior member o 
tho firm of publishers. He was a strong 
er in Bristol, having come here 
from 


Springfield, Ohio, and in the first issue 
indulgence of the public 'is respectfully 
asked for a few vueks until there was 
greater familiarity with subjects inter 
eating to the readers of a local journal. 


In the salutatory editorial a declara 


tion of principals is mado which ha 
been lived up to until the presefot day 
The paper when first issued was an eight 
column four-page one with columns 
little wider than at present, well fllei 
with local advertising and original ar 
tides of a literary nature. In the firs 
issue is an original poem, entitled "B; 
the Sea," written by tbe late Samue 
Swain. There was also an article writ 
ten by Mrs. Helen Pierson, who residec 
on Radoliffe street, near Lafayeti<v en 
titled,','In the Bernese Oberland," being 
a description of a visit to that romantii 
country. There were also letters from 
Atlantic Oity, "A Glance at the West,' 
descriptive of a trip from Bristol to 
Omaha; a New York letter and a letter 
from Philadelphia. 


There was also an account of the spir 


ited Republican State convention heir. 
August 13, when the Philadelphia organ 
izatlon was routed by tbe nomination 
of J. S. Gordon on the tenth ballot fo: 
Justice of the supreme court. 


An item states that "Colonel Rober 


Tyler, son of President Tyler, a residen 
of Bristol until the outbreak of the war

There are heroes of the pen as well 


its of the sword, uud the victories of the 
Htudy are quite as affecting and mem- 
iruble as those of the battlefield. 


If a complete list of the fine exam- 


ples of heroism of authors wwe com- 
i)!l«d It would reach well out iuto the 
thousands and include a large number 
of illustrious names. In fact, it is said 
that few authors have done really great 
work except under adverse cirtuia- 
rtancps. Literature, as well as science, 
irt and history, Is Indebted to pain and 
worry and suffering for some of Its 
Choicest gems. 


There are few finer examples of the 


tierolsm of the study thau that present- 
ed by Professor Flnsen, the discoverer 
of tho light cure for lupus 
For the 


last twenty years of his too short life 
he suffered from painful diseases of 
tho heart and live?, to which dropsy 
was BuperaJded, and it was only by 
dally self denial and the strictest diet- 
ing that he was able to live at all. 


Yet for nil those years, lived In the 


very ,/aadow of death and In constant 
suffering, he stuck bravely to his great 
life work, even stndjlng his own dis- 
eases with the keenest attention and 
writing articles on them for medical 
Journals The last two or three years 
of his life were spent lying on his back, 
unable even to be carried to his be- 
loved Institute a few yards away, and 
yet the lion hearted scientist never re- 
laxed for a single day his gallant flght 
for his fellow men against disease. 


The heroism of the Danish profess- 


or suggests a similar bravo battle 
waged by an English professor, J. B 
Green, the historian, against disease 
and pain 
It was In 1060, when the 


disease which bad assailed him for 
many years flnott" prostrated him and 
when the doctors gave him no hope of 
living more than sir months, that 
Green set to Work to write his famous 
"Short History of the English Peo- 
ple." 
Day after day he tolled at his 


task, holding desperately on to life 
and in a state of ceaseless pain and ex- 
haustion, and so brave was the man's 
spirit that he actually prolonged his 
life for flve years. Kven he was bound 
to confess, "I wonder how In those 
years of physical pain and despond- 
ency I could e<ser have written tKe 
book at all" 


General 
Grant's memoirs, 
which 


brought his widow the enormous sum 
of $500,000, were written under even 
more trying conditions than Green's 
history. In 1884, the year before his 
death, tho ex preside! t found himself 
bankrupt through the failure of the 
Marine bank and face to face with the 
prospect of dying penniless and leav- 
ing his wife destitute It was at this 
terrible crisis that he began to write 
the story of his stirring uueei 
But 


the cup of his mlsfoitune -nas not jet 
full. A cancer formed at the loot of 
his tongue, and the gallant solillei was 
compelled to write daj after day, suf- 
fering constant and severe agony 


Mrs. Browning, too, wrote most of 


her beautiful poemi confined to a 
darkened chamber, to which only hci 
own family and a few dpvotod friends 
could be admitted, in great weakness 
and almost unlntermittent •suffering, 
with her favorite spaniel as her com- 
panion. 


The German poet Heine wi s another 


martyr and hero of the study 
The 


last seven years of his life were spent 
on his "mattress grave," racked with 
such excruciating pain that he had to 
take doses of opium large enough to 
have killed several men In order to 
give him a few blessed hours of free- 
dom from It. Through all these years 
of torture he not only bore himself 
with a noble resignation and cheerful- 
ness, but produced many of his finest 
and most finished works, including his 
"Last Poems and Thoughts" and his 
"Confessions." 


Sir Walter Scott's heroic struggle 


•with misfortune and falling health dur 
log the closing years of his life is per- 
haps too well known to call for more 
than mention. Afttr the commercial 
crash came welch left him crushed 
with debt and with shattered health he 
set to work "with wearied eyes and 
worn brain" and tolled for years, often 
afl much as fourteen hours a day, until 
the end came and with it the lifting of 
all burdens, Including that of his debts, 
every penny of which his monumental 
toil had paid. 


In the list are also Frank Smedtey, 


who wrote his book on "a bed of an- 
guish;" Edna Lyall, who kept cVath at 
bay by her brave spirit and busy pen, 
and Clark Russell, who set a magnif- 
icent example of patience by his In- 
dustry when racked with rheumatism 
It Is also said that much of Sir Arthur 
Bull!van's) sweetest music was distilled 
from pain.—New York Herald.
